There are only three basic parts to an ohmmeter, a battery, 
series resistance and a milliammeter calibrated in ohms. With refer- 
ance to FIG 1, these elements can be easily be located. The resistor 
is broken into two parts to allow for voltage adjustment. R 2 is 
selected to make battery replacement at a voltage that will not too 
seriously effect ohm scale calibration. The sum of Ri, R 2 and the 
meter resistance will equal the vaiue required to obtain full scale 
defiection with the valtage supplied. This condition will be obtained 
when terminals 1 and 2 are tied together when the ohmmeter is zeroed.

To increase the voltage ranges in the larger direction, using 
the same scale, the voltage of Bi can be increased in multiples of 
10. The multiplication of the source voltage is directly proportional 
to the scale multiplication. Resistors R i and R 2 will have to be 
increased proportionatly. 


With reference to FIG. 2, the circuit is altered to allow for 
resistance with lower values. The circuit and values are the same 
as in FIG. 1 except for the addition of R 3. This resistor shunts 
the meter and the series resistors. The factor by which it divides 
the original meter scale is determined by it's ratio to the basic 
series circuit. ( The meter plus the series resistors) The factor 
is always in multiples of 10 to allow for the use of the same meter 
dial. In the example shown, the total series resistance will be 
30 K ohms. To divide the scale by 10, 3000 ohms will be shunted .. 
across the circuit. The limiting factor in this arrangement is the 
current the battery can support.
